Oentitmen of the Senate and House of Rtprarnt- 
atives : 

Through the ovcrrulinfrs of a beneficent Pro 
Tidancei to whom we owe profound and reverent 
thankfulness, we are now blessed w ith the auspi- 
cious return of peace over a united country and 
a restored •jomrnnunt. The dark clouds of re- 
bellion and war, which lowered upon our coun- 
try, obscuring with the smoke of terrific conflict 
and bloody battle the star gems of sister .States 
of the Union, have broken away, and, one by 
one, their light again appears ill the galaxy of the 
Union, blending their radiance in united harmo- 
ny, to illumine the pathway of our great and free 
people in the grand progress of nationality. 

Every prompting of patriotism commands us to 
give our united and individual aid to promote 
and forw ard that complete Union and harmony so 
requisite to our progression and happiness, w hich 
has been so unfortunately disturbed. 

The passions and prejudices evoked by the 
conflict should be cas- away, and dispassionate, 
prudent, an. I wise counsels be pursued. It is a 
time which demands discreet Counsels and con- 
siderate statesmanship, and the banishment from 
Executive Chambers and Legislative Halls of all 
partisan asperities, all temporizing expedients for 
party ends, and all captious opposition to inevita- 
ble and unavoidable conclusions. 

Trusting that you come together with the pa- 
triotic determination to so shape your action as 
to promote the highest and best interests of our 
beloved State, it affords me pleasure to lay ho 
fore you such facts bearing upon the state of the 
Commonwealth as are deemed of importance to 
your present assembly. 

In giving a view of the state of the Common- 
wealth, it is necessary, in order to a proper ap- 
preciation of our present favorable condition, tint 
you should h ive a synontic.il statement of our 
oonnrttion wilb the great struggle for the ma in- 
tenance of our national existence- 
Official returns from the various counties of 
the Stale show that at the commencement of the 
rebellion, and before our population was disturb- 
ed bv the war, in the lirslol the year Ui61, the white 
males in the State above the age of '21 yeirs 
numbered 1*1,39] ; anil white miles between the 
ages of 1 f and 15 years, c tiled "Enrolled Militia," 
n umbered 137,311. The returns at the commence- 
ment of the present year — lr>l)5 — show a consid- 
erable diminution since the commencement ol 
the war The returns for the present year give 
the number of m iles over '21 years at 169,749, 
and between the ages of IS and 45 years, at 103,- 
4111. Th'S dimiii'shmeut is accounted for by the 
absence, at the time of taking the lists, of our 
soldiers in the armies ; and by the fact that, ac- 
cording to the best and most reliable estimates, 
about 15,t)lK) to 'Jil.OUUof our population lett foi 
the rebel- armies. 

The enrollment of lsfi3by the United States 
authorities of white males between the age- ..I 
anil 45 years numbered 119,743; and in lfb'4 
numbered 113,110. The enrollment of "colored" 
males between the ages of ill and 45 for Ishl num- 
bered 20JJQ3. Making an aggregate within the 
military age of white and "colored" males ol 
133,494. 

The muster. rolls in the office of the Adjutant 
General show thai we furnished to the Federal 
armies — most of them three \ ears' men — 1>3,9?5 
while soldiers, against an enrollment of 1 13,410. 
The rolls on rile in the same oftice show the mus- 
ler-in of 2H.45M "colored" troopsf and other evi- 
dences on file show that about 5JJ00 more were 
enlisted, but not yet re|xjrted to that office by 
muster rolls; making an aggregate colored troops 
of 25,4:if . , 

The increase in the number of colored troops 
above the enrollment is attributable to the fact 
th*t regard was not had to uyr in their enlistment. 
"Co/or" was regarded as sufficient qualification. 

It will thus be seen that, with a white and 
black male population between the ages of 211 
and 45 years amounting to 1.13,1012, we contrib 
uted 89,413 to the armies. Besides the hun- 
dreds of Home Guards engaged in local defense 
throughout the period of the rebellion, we also 
had in the State service, for various periods, 13,- 
521) militia or State troops, paid and subsisted by 
the State. 

These facta and figures amply vindicate the de- 
voted loyalty of our people, and are a sufficient an- 
swer to the stereotyped slanders so persistently 
urged in some quarter! against our noble State 
Holding, as we hat e, with steady and unfaltering 
band, the dangerous and exposed position of a 
ItjNH border Stole during the rebellion, we have 
at the same time furnished our full proportion of 
the (It fenders of our Union faith, despite the al- 
lurings of sectional sympathy, and the unjust 
buffelings from those who professed to be friends. 

Ours was not the loyalty which draws its sub- 
sistence from promised profit, and its couruoe from 
distant danger, but that unyielding devotion to 
principle which neither fassof property nor present 
danger could overcome. Steady and unshaken 
as our denial hills in our fidelity to the Union — 
onward ami unchecked as our everlasting streams 
- -Unwed the resistless current 0> Kentucky loyalty, 
crimsoned with the blood ol her noble sons. 

During the pendency of the war our Stale ex- 
pended, in aid of the Government in the prosecu- 
tion of the War, and for which we hold vouchers 
against the Government of the United States, 
the sum of (3,268,324 9s. Of this sum we have 
had refunded in Government securities, which 
answered the place of money, the sum of $1,051,- 
800, and from other means $.">",2id 77 ; amount- 
ing in the aggregate to $1,109,230 77. This 
leaves in favor of the State against the United 
States a balance of $2,159,994 21. From this 
amount should be deducted the State's pi-opor- 
tion of the $20,O0O,t'0O direct tax, which the 
Legislature, by resolution approved Dec. 23d, 
1 Pol , assumed to pay. This amount is $713, 
K95 33U less IS per cent., making $600,641 0.1 ' 3 . 
which the Federal Government reserves out of 
our military advancements in payment of our 
taxes. This sum should be credited to the Mili- 
tary Fund, and charged upon the civil lis:. The 
balance, after allowing all these credits in our 
favor against the United States, is $1,553,353 
17-j', which we hope to have refunded soon 

In addition to these expenditures, the State 
expended nearly one million of dollars in main- 
taining home troops for local and State defense. 
This service, though local in its character, yet 
was for the general defense ; and we have well- 
founded hope' tint the government will, when 
prepared for presentation, assume the payment of 
this expenditure. ' 

Notwithstanding these expenditures, our finan- 
cial condition is of the most satisfactory charac- 
ter. The Auditor has furnished me a statement 
of our public debt from 1859 to November 23, 
F-b5, which is hereto appended (A.) 

From this statement it will be perceived tha t, 
at the close of the fiscal year (10th October), our 
debt was less tluu at the close of the fiscal vear 
1S59. 




October 10, ls59,our debt was $5,479,244 02 

October 10, Ie6o,our debt was 5,254,340 t*0 

To this sum must be added the sum of $.'!C0,- 
000, borrowed since the 10th October, and up to 
23d November, to meet the payment of Stale 
troops and other military expenditures ; making 
the total debt oi jug by the State for all purposes, 
up to 23d November, the sum of $5,614,346 SO . 
It is estimated that $250,000 additional will (lis 
charge all oilier outstanding war claims. To 
meet this indebtedness, according to the last an- 
nual report of tlie Auditor, the resources of the 
Sinking Fund mo estimated at (7,510,407 17. 
If we add to this the amount which we may con- 
fidently expect to receive from the Federal 
Government in payment of our advancements, 
viz: $1,553, 353 17^. it gives $9,063,S40 34" :i ' 
to meet an indebtedness of $5,1-61,346 80. 

From a statement turnished by the Auditor, 
taken from the commissioners' returns lor the 



veins 1861 to 1H65, inclusive, it will be seen that 
there is a reduction in the assessment of taxable 
property this year of $109, 046,46! below that of 
lcbl. This is accounted for by the destruction 
of slave property, and from the reduced rales at 
which property was held at the date of assessment, 
owing to the insecurity of person and property, as 
well as to the immense amount of property swept 
away by the wasting hand of war in the sweep of 
armies over Our State. The statement i B) fur- 
nished by the Auditor is appended hereto for your 
information. The return of peace, with the con- 
sequent restoration of confidence and security, 
and the revival of industrial pursuits, will, it in 
confidently belr°ved. In lew than two years, re- 
store our taxable property to the highest figures 
of any former year. 

The death of James H. Garrard, late Treasurer 
of Kentucky, devolved upon me the appointment 
of a successor to fill out his term. Mason Brown, 
jr., was appointed to rill out the term, and his re- 
port, herewith transmitted, bringing up the ae- j 
counts ol his predecessor to the lime of his death, 
and his own lo the close of the fiscal year, bears I 
ample testimony to Irs efficiency as Treasurer. , 
In the death of Col. Garrard the State lost an 
efficient And incorruptible officer, and the com- j 
monitf a noble citizen, whose mental, moral, and i 
social qualities endeared him to all. The term | 
of the present incumbent will expire with the 
year, under the provisions of, the Constitution. — 
Col. Garrard was re-elected, a lew days before 
his death, to the next term of two years, begin- 
ning with 1st January, 1^66. It will devolve 
upon me at the proper time, according to the 
proviso ns of the Constitution, to (ill the vacancy 
for the next term, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. 

From the lOpett of the Inspector General, 
herewith transmitted, it will be perceived that 
onlv nine companies have been organized of the 
"National Legion," under an act, entitle I "An 
act to organize the militia of Kentucky," ap- 
proved March 4 tit, 1865. 

The 'difficulty of diffusing a proper understand- 
ing as to the intent and character of this organ- 
ization lias been the obstacle to its successful 
progress Willi the minutest detail of instruc 
tions, it has been in some rases impracticable to 
have the law understood. Instead of looking to 
the law and to the instructions theieunder, prece- 
dent is drawn from the late military organizations, 
and those who attempt an organization seem to 
consider it part of the plan that they should go 
into camp, and enter up ui the life and duty of 
soldiers, instead of pursuing the object and plan 
of the law of organizing as citizen soldiers, and 
holding themselves si all times in readiness to be 
placed "poll active duty when required, to assist in 
the enforcement of civil law . These difficulties of 
a proper understanding of the law ami its intended 
operations, result, in part, from the long neglect 
upon the part of the Stale to keep up a militia 
organization until its forms hare been forgotten 

These obstacles, we trust, will soon be removed, 
and the militia oruani/.ed as contemplated by tin- 
law. When this is done, and the Slate ihumugh 
ly organised as contemplated by the law, entire 
security will be given to every county in the 
Stale against marauding bauds, should such at- 
tempt to disturb any part of the State. 

II ca<h county will organize a company of good 
men, who will be ever ready to support the civil 
authorities, no better security can be bad. Had 
this organization id the militia been effected two 
rears ago it would have saved OUT people from 
many vexations and great losses. It would have 
dispensed with any occasion for retaining othei 
troops in the State after the close of the war, and 
in this would have been a great relief. A citizen 
soldiery organized in each county, of good men. 
who, pursuing their ordinary vocations, yet ever 
holding themselves in readiness to assemble ami 
meet an emergency of danger or support the civil 
authorities of the county in the enforcement ol 
the laws, is the surest safeguard to person and 
property of any military organization that can be 
given, and the only one compatible with a time 
of peace To have a well-organized militia is 
the duty of every State. 

I transmit herewith the report of the Inspectors 
of the Penitentiary, and invite your attention par- 
ticularly to the susgestions therein contained. 
The new structures erected in place of those de- 
stroyed by fire, and those ordered to be, removed 
and replaccd with suitable buildings, are now 
nearly completed. Inspection nf those new 
buildings w ill demonstrate that true economy in 
public bnildinzs consists in having them of the 
best material, most substantial structure, fire- 
proof, and adapted to the uses intended- These 
new buildings meet these requirements. 

It is a pleasure to indorse the commendation ol 
the present keeper, Capta'n H. I. Todd, given by 
the Inspectors. The Stale has been fortunate 
in securing the services of a keeper so richly en- 
dowed wiih those qualities which enable him in 
efficiently cenducting the affairs of the prison, 
and executing the punitive jusiice of the State, 
to ever represent the generous humanities of our 
people and State. 

In this connection your attention is Invited to 
the practicability of improving our plan of prison 
discipline. A system of rewards for good conduct 
should be established bv law, under which con- 
victs may obtain a release of a portion of their 
term for good conduct. If a plan could be adopt 
ed by which the convicts could be separated into 
classes, having reference to ago, character of 
offense, and to conduct, much good might be ef- 
fected. To holdout the hope of advancement to 
a more favored class, and the shortening of the 
term for good conduct, would greatly promote 
prison discipline and encourage reform in the 
convicts. Sufficient attention has not been given 
to the subject of reforming those up in whom the 
piini-hmeiits of law are inflicted. It may well be 
questioned w hether the prevailing s\ steins reform 
as much as they demoralize. The punitive jus 
tice of a State should have regard to the reclama- 
tion of those upon whom its penalties arc imposed, 
and should be adapted to reform rather than 
harden in crime. 

Our system does not provide for proper classifi- 
cation of convicts, nor is there any reward held 
out for good conduct, save the hope of Executive 
clemency. It is suggested that the appropriate 
committee give consideration to this subject. 

The laige amount of vouchers for unsettled 
claims which the State holds against the United 
States Government, which are kept in the office 
of the Quartermaster General of the State, and 
the invaluable records of the Adjutant General's 
Office, embracing the muster-in and muster- 
out rolls of our Kentucky soldiers, anil in which 
everv soldier and soldier's family has a direct 
personal interest, made it necessary to have 
some suitable and safe place in which to keep and 
preserve them. The offices heretofore used by 
those officers have been rented from time to time, 
and have never been adapted to the business of 
those offices, and wholly insecure for those rec- 
ords. Having at my disposal a fund sufficient 
to construct suitable offices, with fire-proof vaults 
in which to pre-crve those valuable and import- 
ant records, I determined upon erecting them for 
the benefit of the State. In selecting the plan, 
I found that for comparatively a small additional 
cost office rooms for the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, the Board of Internal Improvement, 
and Chambers for the Appellate Judges, could 
be included, as also store-rooms for the public 
books and stationery. The rents heretofore paid 
for offices' and store-rooms have been equal to 
over six per cent, upon the cost of ihc entire 
structure, which, in addition to the offices and 
store-rooms heretofore rented, furnishes the of- 
fice rooms and chambers mentioned and not 
heretofore provided. As the-e buildings were 
about being completed, and were partly occupied 
as offices, a tire, originating in the office of the 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals on the night of 
Tuesday, the 21st November, entirely consume I 
that oftice, with all the books and records then 
in the office, and communicating to the office of 
the Secretary of State, soon invested that office 
and the Executive office in flames ; but wus for- 
tunately arrested after it had made some progress 
upon the new buildings, but before any serious 
damage was done to them. The archives a"inl all 
the papers of value were saved from the office of 
the Secretary of State ; also most of the laws. 



journals, and judicial decisions of sister States, 
kept in that office, were saved. There were still 
on hand in that office some 357 copies of Stan- 
ton's Revised Statutes of Kentucky. The greater 
portion of them were consumed. An account 
lias not yet been taken of the number saved from 
the burning building. All the papers and furni- 
ture of the Executive office were saved* The 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals has filed with me 
a written report in relation to the destruction of 
his office, Ste., with some valuable suggestions, 
to which your attention is invited, and which is 
herewith transmitted. 

I would recommend to your consideration the 
propriety of providing by law for keeping insur- 
ance upon the public buildings ; and also to pro- 
vide by law for the employment of a night watch- 
in in, w ho, having pass-keys, may pass through 
all the rooms during the night, and see that they 
aie in safe condition. The Auditor would be the 
proper officer to be charged with this duty. The 
buildings destroyed can be replaced, if you so 
direct, in a short time ; and may lie better ar- 
ranged for the purposes to which they were set 
apart than the- were. Temporary offices for the 
Secretary of Slate and Kxecutive have been 
taken in tin new office building. 

Your attention will be directed to making 
suitable provision to sustain our public charities. 
Reports from the Eastern and Western Lunatic 
Asylums have not yet been received at this office ; 
when received they will be laid before you. 

Provision should be made more ample for the 
support of the "Peeble-miiidcd Institute" at 
Frankfort, the Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Dan- 
ville, ami the Institution for the Blind at Louis- 
ville. These noble and deserving charities have 
been somewhat overlooked during the war ; yet 
they have been kept in a highly favorable condi- 
tion by their respective superintendents. 

It is recommended that you make suitable pro- 
vision to meet the just demand upon the public 
bounty which the silent, but ever-up|>euling af- 
flictions of those stricken ones, makes upon the 
charity of the State. 

Your attention is invited to the consideration 
of our common school system. A radical defect 
in our system is the want of a school for the edu- 
cation of teachers, No svstem of public schools, 
which fails lo provide for the education of teach- 
ers, can ever be succcessful but to a very lim- 
ited extent. The experiment of a normal school 
adopted in Kentucky, which was so soon aban- 
don ed, failed because of its incompleteness. 
The Kentucky University and Transylvania 
University having organized under the provi- 
sions of "An act to establish an Agricultural 
College in Kentucky," approved February 22, 
l-0.">, and to be hereafter known as "The Ken- 
tucky I'liiversity," presents a most favorable op- 
portunity for supplying the detect in our school 
system. The united endowments of those Uni- 
versities, with the additon of the "agricultural" 
fund arising from a sale of the land scrip donated 
to the State bv'the General Government to found 
an Agricultural and Mechanical College, affords 
the opportunity for founding a permanent and 
thorough system of common school education, 
embracing instruction in agriculture and mechan- 
ics. A system which shall secure to each county 
the perpetual scholarship for at least one pupil 
in the Kentucky University, and such scholars be 
required, upon completion of iheir course, lo 
take charge of a county school for teachers, and 
instruct teachers in Iheir respective counties, to 
be selected from each school district by the trus- 
tees of the school districts, who, in their turn, 
shall be tequired to take charge of the district 
schools of their respective districts, w ill secure to 
every child of the Commonwealth fair and equal 
advantages of uniform instruction, embracing 
agricultural and mechanical education. This is 
an outline only of a system which you now have 
the opportunity to perfect, and which, if done, 
will yield the richest returns of blessing to our 
noble Commonwealth. I shall not urge upon 
vour enlightened body the importance to the fu- 
ture of our country of having an educated popu- 
lation. To those w ho do not already see and ap- 
preciate this necessity, no light can possibly be 
given. "Thick darkness" veils the reason ol 
such, and no ray of Intelligence can be expected 
to penetrate the settled gloom of such minds. 

Under the provisions of "An act empowering 
the Governor to appoint agents to visit and aid 
siclt and wounded soldiers of Kentucky," ap- 
I roved February 27, lc65. Col. J. W. Gault and 
Col. W. De B. Morrill were appointed. Their 
labors have been of incalculable service to our 
suffering soldiery. Their reports will, when re- 
ceived, be laid before you. 

The Dumber of disabled and homeless soldiers, 
who are poor, and, from disability, prevented 
from making a subsistence, demands that some 
provision should be made for them, so as to se- 
cure them against want and suffering. I would 
suggest that proper steps be taken to obtain from 
the Government of the United States the "Sol- 
diers' Home" at Harrodsburg, to be set apart as 
a home for disabled Kentucky soldiers who are 
homeless and poor. Doubtless this property can 
lie had for that purpose on mostliberal conditions. 
It is a sacred duty imposed upon the patriotic 
bounty of our country to provide for the poor and 
homeless soldier whose maimed condition disqual- 
ifies him from earning a subsistence. Every 
State should look well and diligently to this sub- 
ject. 

The reports of the Quartermaster General and 
Adjutant General will be laid before you. Dur- 
ing the past year these offices have been over- 
crowded with press of business, resulting from 
the muster-out of our soldiers, and the necessary 
settlements of accounts and claims. 

The Adjutant General has prepared, so far as 
our soldiers have been mustered out, the muster- 
out rolls and historical sketch of the regiments. 
Specimen sheets will be laid before you. If these 
records were ordered to be printed, and a copy 
furnished to each county, it would be of great 
service to the soldier and his family having claims 
■arising under any laws of the United States. In 
additon to which, should the original records, by 
any chance, be destroyed, the means would re- 
main in each county of supplying the loss. The 
act requiring this report to be gotten up did not 
provide for its publication. Whether it shall be 
published, therefore, rests with you to determine 
by law. 

The termination of our civil war has thrown 
upon us some important questions for adjustment. 
It is gratifying to know that those who have 
taken active part in the war of rebellion, as a 
class, now cheerfully accept the new order of 
things. What shall be done with those who have 
resumed their peaceful relations with the Gov- 
ernment, and manifest an earnest purpose of 
future loyalty ? Are they to be crushed — humili- 
ated — debased by continued punishment ? or shall 
they be fig given — trusted — restored ? Though 
secession is heterodox and suicidal, yet there 
were many able, intelligent, and conscientious 
men who honestly held and taught the right. 
The result of the war has been to forever banish 
this heresy. Those who held to it, and fought lor 
it, have given it up and abandoned the claim. 
Forgiveness — trust — restoration — is the corollary" 
of the problem solved by the war. Those who 
stood aloof from the conflict, but bade it rage, 
and who drew personal profit from the calamities 
of the times, may continue vengeful and unfor- 
giving. Civil war ever calls furl Ii from obscurity 
many whom peace will return to their wonted in- 
significance. Such will naturally oppose the 
return of that state which deprives them of their 
Consequence, and remits" them to their proper 
level. There are other's who, upon the restora- 
tion of civil rule, riot in their enlarged security, 
and provoke disquiet by the turbulence of a 
captious spirit. The just, considerate, and patri- 
otic will discountenance such extremes, and seek 
to cover the past with forgiving charity, and pro- 
mole the harmony and un'ou so essential to our 
happiness and progress. Those who fought the 
battles are for peace. Those who nursed their 
courage at a distance from danger, " to keep it 
warm." only ask time to cool. The war has 
determined the impracticability of secession, and 
it only remains for the judiciary to decide that 
secession is treason, to have the subject fijrever 
and finally adjusted. This adjudication should 
properly be had in the case of the chief of rebel- 



lion, to make it a precedent for all time to come. | 
It is understood to have been wisely determined 
to hand Mr. Davis over to the civil tribunals, 
where a decision will settle the leqal estimate of 
secession, and determine whether it be treason or 
a right. This will end the trial of questions by 
military courts which are properly for civil aoju- 
dicatiou. and leave nothing for military courts to 
determine but questions of military jurisdiction 
arising under the laws of civilized Warfare. That 
we may contribute to the general harmony and 
restoration of good fellowship, I would suggest 
the expediency of amending our laws of expa- 
triation, so that all who have accepted the terms 
pi amnesty, or received pardon from the Presi- 
dent of the United States, may each go before 
ihe county or circuit court of his county, mid, 
upon production of his oath of amnesty or pardon 
from the President of the United States, and 
satisfactory evidence to such court, that he has 
conformed to the conditions of such oath or par- 
don, such court, by order reciting those facts, 
shall restore such pcrsou to all the privileges of 
citizenship. This mode of restoration wdl al 
once open the door to all who, in good faith, h.u ,- 
returned to their allegiance and their homes ; and 
will still exclude those who refuse to give evi- 
dence of their abandonment of their hostility to 
the Government. The process is convenient and 
facile to all who would be entitled thereto, 
and the discrimination just and proper. To for- 
give a man who does not ask it, nor crave it, and 
restore him to rights which he had forfeited, 
would be to offer a bounty lo wrong ; but to for- 
give those who seek it, and who give assurance 
of future allegiance, is the humanity of patriot- 
ism. 

The government of the Union is founded upon 
the existence of States. The existence of States 
presupposes Stale rights Without the States 
there could be no Vnited States formed upon the 
basis of republican government. At the founda- 
tion of that Union is this distinctive, well-mark- 
ed feature of a united republican government — 
that each State shall form i& own organism, with 
the single restraining right of the general gov- 
ernment to ggarantee a republican form. This 
is the feature which, being preserved, will forever 
prevent the only remaining danger to our rcpub- 
lic ui government — ct ntralization The Federal or 
united sovereignty can only require that a Stale 
shall have a republican form of government ; and 
can only interpose to prevent a State of the Union 
from adopting a monarchy, or other form o! 
government than a republican or people's govern - 
merit. If the State Government be republican 
in form, the right to direct its details is exclusive- 
ly with the State, and wholly without the powers 
of the Federal Government. One of the rights 
sacred to this form of government , and which is 
panoplied by constitutional guaranties, is the 
right of eacii State to determine for itself who 
shall be eligible to office, and who shall exercise 
the elective franchise. So carefully guarded is 
this fundamental feature of our government, that 
those to be elected to Federal offices by the peo- 
ple are remitted to the respective State regula- 
tions. Members of the House of Represents 
lives to Congress are to be chosen by those in the 
respective States who are entitled to vote for the 
most numerous branch of the State Legislature 
the LegisU ■^■aZj' 
Pri enaaaV 

Vice President are to be chosen in such manner 
as the respective Slates may prescribe, with only 
the |K)wer in the General Government lo pre 
scribe the time for holding such elections. How- 
well and carefully guarded are the rights of 
States upon the elective franchise. The whole 
power over the elective franchise is with each 
State — no part of it is lelt to the I'nited States 
This is the security against centralization. To 
destroy this safeguard would be to centralize 
To ccntmlize would be to destroy republican 
government. The attempt to destroy our repub- 
lican government is treason. The effort to cen- 
tralize is treasonable to our republican govern- 
ment, is but the counterpart of tjic rebellion, 
which sought to destroy by disintegration, and 
which has been so successfully repressed. The 
counterpart must also be crushed ere rebellion 
will be effective!? crushed. The Federal Gov- 
ernment is a government of I'nited States, "or- 
dained and established" by "the people of the 
Dinted States," "in order to form a more perfect 
union, establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quility, provide for the common defense, promote 
the general welfare, and secure the blessings of 
liberty to ourselves and our poeterity- n 

To preserve the rights of the States, w ithout 
surrendering the just rights sf the people in their 
national authority, is the wise and statesmanlike 
liolicy of the present Chief Executive of the 
United States. Every true friend of republican 
government must feel himself constrained to the 
support of such an Administration. Under his 
prudent care order emerges from the chaos ol 
revolution ; harmony supersedes the babel ol 
recent conflict ; good fellowship arrests the course 
of passion and prejudice ; nnd Union firmly binds 
the elements of Stale and nation. It is a source 
of gratification to all lovers of civil liberty to 
witness the steadiness of purpose with which he 

pursues, with unbending will, the accomplishment 

of the desired end, the entire restoration of cieil 
ijorernment. 

An important question is still open for your 
consideration, thrown upon us as one of the un- 
avoidable rulings of the rebellion. Though the 
proper solution of all the details connected there- 
with is difficult, yet, at this day, it must be 
apparent to every man, whatever may have been 
his previous hopes and former convictions, that the 
extinction of slavery within the United Slates 
and its dependencies is one of the inexorable and 
irreversible conclusions of tlif logic of rebellion, 
it rcsis not in human power to reinstate orlonger 
preserve slavery. How shall we dispose of this 
question ? Shall We told our hands and refuse 
to act, and content burselves w ith sullen submis- 
sion to unavoidable results ; or shall we mani- 
fest our just appreciation of existing facts by 
timely and appropriate action ? 

The time for partisan disputation upon this 
question has passed, and we should think mid 
act with a wise and prudent regard tOOOr present 
interests and future good, regardless of the 
passions of the hour and the prejudices of the 
moment. I therefore invoke your calm and pa- 
triotic consideration to this question, that you 
may take such action as will redound to the 
honor and good of our State. 

There are but two means f settling this ques- 
tion — one through separate State action ; the 
other bv the action of the people of the States 
through' an amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion. Our State hasbut two modes of reaching the 
subject by separate State action. First, by legis- 
lative emancipation, with just compensation ; and, 
second, bv an amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion in the appointed mode. The former is 
deemed impracticable, unless the Legislature 
shall assume the fact that slave property is now of 
m value Although this may be true in fact, 
yet has the Legislature the right to assume it ? 
The latter mode, by amendment of the State 
Constitution, is expensive, besides being too slow 
to meet the necessities of our present condition. 
On the other hand, the adoption of the proposed 
amendment to the Federal Constitution is with 
out expense ; is immediate ; is effective ; and 
just as lawful as the other modes. If it be ob- 
jected that this is an inroad upon State, rir/hts, 
due consideration will demonstrate the error of 
such objection. Slavery being local, the regula- 
tion and government ot it, as properly, does of 
richt belong to the State where it exists. But 
freedotn is national, and, when it is a settled ques- 
tion that slavery shall no longer exist in the 
United States, what State right can possibly be 
invaded by declaring this determination through 
the National Constitution ? To provide for the 
regulation and tiocernmrnt of slave property is the 
right of the State, because slavery is local and 
limited to the State; but freedom is national, 
and is, therefore, more appropriately declared so 
to be through the Federal Constitution than by 
local or State action. 

The power to enforoo the freedom so secured 
by the first section ot-' be proposed amendment, 
is aptly Umitid hi^Bffiscoiid section to appro 
pnatc lcgislatiqdM H enforcement. The only 



power conferred is to enforce the right to freedom 
—the right to life, liberty^ and properly. There 
is no power to confer other franchises than free- 
dom, and the consequent power to protect that 
freedom from hostile legislation of States. Hence 
any laws enacted by a State hostile to the free- 
dom guaranteed by the Constitution, would be 
in conflict therewith, and null and void ; and an 
appropriate remedy may be given through the 
judicial tribunals to set aside such hostile legis- 
lation. 

Should any of the recent slave States, for any 
purpose, attempt to nullify the freedom secured 
by tho Constitution ; or should any of the former 
tree States attempt, by hostile constitutions or 
legislation, to abridge the right of freedom, by 
prohibiting the migration of the frecdmen tosuch 
States, all such action will be in conflict with the 
Constitution, and will be declared null and void. 
In a word, any State, wishing to add to the im- 
munities of freedom, will have the reserved right 
to do so for itself, but will be inhibited from 
abridging the natural right of " life, liberty, and 
the pur-nit of happiness." Franchises other than 
freedom are political, not natural, and are left to 
the States respectively to regulate each for itself. 
The Federal Constitution will bear equally upon 
every State and alike upon all ; and so must all 
laws lor its enforcement. The law which bears 
upon South Carolina will with equal force bear 
upon Massachusetts. We shall thus be secured 
from divisions among ourselves in the recent 
slave States, which would inevitably and un- 
avoidably result from separate Slate action ; and 
the former free States will be as effectively de- 
batred from hostile legislation to confine the 
frcedmen within former limits. Were the subject 
lelt to separate State action, the certain and in- 
evitable result would follow, that some State, in 
order to force the frecdmen from its limits, nnd 
prevent others from immigrating thereto, would 
adopt laws so hostile ns to amount to worse than 
enslavement ; others would, in self-defense, pur- 
sue similar and more stringent enactments ; and 
the former free States would adopt like policy to 
exclude them from their limits ; and thus this 
unfortunate rare would be driven by persecuting 
laws, with noplace of refuge and no means of 
defense, until the voice of the civilized world 
would be raised against the iniquity of our pro- 
ceedings. 

Nay, further: this hostile legislation, which 
would inevitably result, if left to separate State 
action, as a logical sequence, would give over- 
whelming force to the den and forad.litional guar- 
antees to freedom through another amendment, se- 
curing to the frcedmen the power of self-protection 
through the ballot-box. Woof the heretofore slave 
States, knowing the incapacity of the negro pop- 
ulation for self-government, and much less for the 
government of others, will be secured against the 
follies, evils, and dangers of separate State action, 
by adopting the proposed amendment, and w ill 
avoid the evil m 'St dreaded by our people, of 
having the negro placed upon political equality. 
'I'o leave the power of hostile legislation in tho 
several States, after slavery has censed to exist, 
and universal emancipation has made freedom 
thorOMjjUyf national, would be to invite the evils 
we most dread, and incur dangers greater than 
any through which we have passed. 

On the other hand, the adoption of the propos- 
ed amendment will give to us perpetual indem- 
nity against the attempt to control the question 
of suffrage through the Federal power. Each 
State being inhibited from hostile legislation 
abridging the right of freedom, but left at liberty 
to enlarge the privileges of frecdmen, the moment 
any State shall confer upon that class the right 
ot suffrage, it will be followed by a tide of "col- 
ored" migration to such State, and by the best 
class of the w hite population of such State, in re- 
turn coming to those States, where the government 
is reserved to the white man. The certainty of 
this result will be a perpetual guaranty against 
the agitation of the negro-suffrage question. — 
Each State being secured, as it is, in the right to 
regulate its own institutions of government, w ith 
the single restriction that it shall be republican 
in form, no State can insist on another adopting 
negro suffrage, except by setting the example. 
The certainty of being flooded with "colored" 
voters, and of losing their own better population, 
will be the surest guaranty that such examples 
w ill not be very far extended. The adoption of 
the proposed amendment will give the quietus to 
the question of negro suffrage. The loyal record 
of Kentucky will be complete in all honor hy its 
adoption. In addition to which, it will insure a 
more favorable hearing of our claims for indem- 
nity for those slaves taken into the United States 
service and freed by congressional enactments. 
The rejection can accomplish no good ; for it is 
now reduced to a certainty that, during the pres- 
ent winter, the requisite numbcrof States to make 
it part of the Constitution will ratify it. 

What is to become of the negro ? This will 
be solved by time and the natural laws govern- 
ing population and labor. The question, if let 
alone, will solve itself ; or rather, the future will 
suggest the proper solution. The question of 
what shall become of him, constitutes neither an 
objection nor an argument against the proposed 
amendment He will be free — what more, the 
future must develop. What shall become of us? 
Shall we refuse to make wise provision for our 
present, because we cannot see or determine our 

hi i ure ? The question is ss apt In the one case 

as the other. 

Having been compelled by my position to in- 
vestigate the question, in order to determine w hat 
course a just and prudent statesmanship demand- 
ed, I have given you the sincere convictions of 
my mind, and only ask that you will, with like 
integrity of purpose, consider the important bear- 
ing w hich your action is to have upon the present 
and future good of our State. 

The entire breaking up of our labor system, 
and the necessity of adopting a new system upon 
the free basis, suggests the propriety of adopting 
measures to invite to our fields of labor a supe- 
rior class of laborers, w ho have, by reason of 
slavery, heretofore been kept from our State. 
Vour attention is particularly invited to the sub- 
ject of adopting suitable encouragements to in- 
duce immigration to our State. The vast extent 
of our mineral wealth to be developed, and which 
is now attracting much attention, and drawing 
capital to our State for investment, demands a 
superior class of laborers to those we have here- 
tofore employed. Our fertile lands and genial 
climate will likewise present strong inducements 
to agricultural industry. 

If, in addition to these measures, proper en- 
couragement be given, by suitable internal im- 
provements, to afford facilities to industry and 
capital, bv opening up our natural thoroughfares 
to navigation, and making suitable roads for 
transportation of the products of the country to 
market, and for receiving supplies of merchan- 
dise and other commodities in return, we shall 
soon make our State the pride of the Union, as it 
has ever been the pride of her sons. 

Trusting that your counsels may be character- 
ized by wisdom and blessed with the harmony of 
patriotism, you will find me ever ready to co-op- 
erate with you in everything which tends to the 
honor, the welfare, and ha'-; iness of our people.

seem to feel the slightest concern at the thought 
if such a thought ever crosses their minds, that 
they have taken office at the cost of the over- 
throw, at least for tho tim; being, of the gov- 
enmieai fought for by their ancestors an 1 to 
which they and we must at last look for the 
protection of the liberties of the people. 

Is it not passing strange, that so large a 
party as the radicals claim to be in the State, 
can become so thoroughly disloyal to their 
government as not only to be willing to see it 
overthrown in its most vital points, but to be- 
come themselves executors, de son tort, of 
their ruined inheritance. We commend to 
all such the warning of the late Justice Stanly, 
who, in speaking particularly of thc Constitu- 
tion of the United States, uses the following 
eloquent and forcible language : 

' It must perish, if there be not that vital 
spirit in the people which alone can nourish, 
sustain, and direct all its movements. It is in 
vain that statesmen shall form plans of gov- 
ernment, in which the beauty and harmony 
of a republic shall be embodied in visible order, 
shall be built up on solid substructures, and 
adorned by every useful ornament, if the in- 
habitants suffer the silent power of time to 
dilapidate its walls, or crumble its massy sup- 
porters into dust ; if the assaults from with- 
out are never resisted, and the rottenness and 
mining from within are never guarded against. 
Who can prescribe the rights and liberties ol 
the people, when they shall be abandoned by 
themselves ? Who shall keep watch in the 
temple, when thc watchmen sleep at their 
posts ? Who shall call upon the peoplSo 
redeem their possessions, and revive the re- 
public, whentheirown hands have deliberately 
and corruptly surrendered them to the oppress- 
or, and have built the prisons ordug the graves 
of their own friends." 

We know there is an effort to make the 
impression that there is in Kentucky a large 
party in favor of thc lawless measures of the 
radicals. Nothing can be more untrue, and 
he leaders of that party know it. Thny know 
pehvdy well, that, but for tho interference oi 



United States might exercise, and limit their 
agents by such plain rules, no one but a fanatic 
can doubt llBOa the subject. 

The makers of that instrument were not 
so Utopian as to suppose there might not 
bj at some time persons who would rebel 
against the authority of thc States, or of the 
United States. They, therefore, provided for 
giving help to any State against whose au- 
thority any persons might rebel, aiid by their 
numbers make it necessary, and also a way 
to call for help themselves from the States 
when the rebellion was against their own au- 
thority. In thc first case the power is given 
the United Slates ; and it is made their duty 
to protect every State against invasion, and, 
on the application of the legislature, or of 
the Executive, when the Legislature is not in 
s.'ssion, against domestic violence. 

To these ends Congress may provide for 
raising armies and navies, and for calling out 
the militia of the States, and provide for or- 
ganizing, arming, and disciplining the militia 
when called into service, reserving to thc States 
the right of appointing the officers, and of 
training their militia according to the discip- 
line provided by Congress. 

Suppose the question bail been asked at the 
beginning of the late rebellion, if Congress 
bail the power to enroll and draft negro slaves. 
Could any man have answered in thc affirma- 
tive, in thc face of the fact that not one of the 
States of the Union made the slaves, or even 
free negroes, militiamen ? The Republicans 
had been for stealing slaves ; taking thcin by 
force, disregarding all decisions of courts and 
acts of Congress made to recapture fugitive 
slaves and protect their owners. It was not 
at all difficult for them, when the rebellion 
broke out, and they were in power, to turn 
the whole force, which might lawfully lie call- 
ed out to put down the rebellion, to the wojse 
one of putting down slavery, and overturning 
the established nnd recognized State govern- 
ments then existing. 

They did so turn the war, aiuL— used the 
whole military and civil power c^^^fel to 



and deprive the government of the United 
States of control over them. 

If you have any right to interfere in any 
way, after the rebellion is ended, it is only to 
aid the loyal people in going on with their 
State governments, as they were when the 
reliellion began. The effort to overturn the 
Scales or reconstruct them should subject the 
men in office concerned in it to impeachment, 
and those not in offices where impeachment j s 
the punishment prescribed, to indictment for 
treason or conspiracy against the lawfully es- 
tablished Slate governments. 

President Johnson says to Gov. Humphreys, 
of Mississippi, that the United States govern- 
ment has no purpose to keep troops in that 
State any longer than a proper spirit is shown 
bv her people in good faith to resume their pro- 
per relations in thc Union. Xor is it desired 
to interfere with or dictate to the people what 
they shall do, to bring aliout that proper rehv- 
tion. All that has been done has been by 
way of advice and counsel, as to what, in the 
judgment of the United States government, 
will soonest relieve the Stales of military in- 
terference. There is great circu mlocution in 
all this. Why not have said straight out, and 
without prevarication: We have no right to 
intcrfety or to dictate, even to submitting 
rebels, what shall be done toward their States 
going on in the Union, after the rebellion is 
over. Put, to use thc classical expression of 
a distinguished Kcntuckian, " slavery got be- 
tween us and our government, and slavery 
must go under." 

Now I prescribe that my Provisional Gov- 
ernor shall call a convention to make a new- 
constitution for your State ; nobody shall be 
eligible as a candidate for the convention, nor 
shall anybody vote, but such as will swear to 
uphold and sustain thc presidential proclama- 
tions against slavery, and all that the President 
may order in relation thereto heieafler ; nnd 
shall further swear that slavery shall be ex- 
tinguished. In this way our purposes will be 
accomplished and your proper relations re- 
stored in the Union. This is not by any die- j 
tation of ours, by no means — all to be of your ' 
own free choice J but, until done, mind you,

The Slate Fair should not take place until all the 
County Exhibitions are over, so that the State 
Society might become a sort of Court of Appeals, 
where all the stock, field products, mechanical 
implements, etc., might look for final judgment. 
The State Society has labored under difficulties 
that might have staggered and overthrown many 
a similar organization; but the native pride of (he 
State in matters of a purely a jrieultural charac- 
ter served to keep up and sustain the society. 
The directors deserve great or edit fir their devo- 
tion to the agricultural interests of the State dur- 
ing the troubles of the country ; by an unconquer- 
able perseverance and untiring energy and indus- 
try, they have held it together during the heavy 
trials of the past four years. 

Large sums have been distributed In premiums 
at our tobacco exliibitionswul State Fairs. 

'Phe civil wars of Cie-ar and Ponipcy, and 
those of Augustus and Anthony, I lid waste the 
fields and spread desolation ; famine and insur- 
rection were the consequences. After the fall of 
Anthony, Augustus found himself in the undis- 
puted possession of imperial power.
